Convention would bo such as will shame 
those who have ridiculed it, and who have 
ibused the confidence of the people, seeing 
ind believing tlmt U represents a power 
that waked success sura. 


Casper Butts of Illinois, opposed voting 


by states according to Congressional rep- 
o^entation and favored the proposition to 
allow each delegate present one vote. Col. 
Moss favored voting as a great meeting in 
Mass Convention, each individual to have 
ecjual voice. 


The following part of resolutions was 


reported: 


3vl. That tho rebellion must bfl sup- 


pressed by force of arnjicn and without 
compromise. 


4th. That tho rights of free speech of 


the press and tho writ of habeas corpus 
shall bo held inviolate in all cases vrbwo 
in \rtiul law has not been proclaimed. 


5th. That the rebellion has destroyed 


slavery, and tho Federal constitution shall 
be amended to prohibit ita re-establish- 
ment and to secure to -all men absolute 
equality before the law. 


Gth. The rights of all men to liberty ex- 


cept for crime and Htibject to law, in a 
cherished principle of American liberty, 
inj tho violation of the Constitution can- 
not be overlooked, and must not go uu- 
rebuked.
